Short Courses of Six Weeks in 
Duration Are to be Heli This 
Winter ; 


In connection with the winter work 
arranged by the Department of Agri- 
culture, programs are now being pre- 
pared for thé schools of agriculture 
to be held at differeny points in the 
provinces, These schovis, each of 
which constitutes a short course of 
instruction oceupying a week, are to 
‘be 6 in number, Of these, three points 
have ‘heen named at which the courses 
Will be held, viz: Pincher Creek, from 
January 12 to 17, inclusive; Warner, 
from January 19 to 24. and 


Isiand, from January 26 to 31, Other 


points at which it is probable these 
courses will be held, though they 
have not yet been officially announced, 


are Consort, Provost and Athwbusca, 

The programs at the several schools 
will be similar,, and .will, include 
courses of instruction in live stock, 
dairying, agronomy, poultry raising | 
and domestic science. Four carloads 
of pure bred stock will be on exhibit 
at each school, and instruction will | 
be given in breed types, feeding, breed- 
ing, care and management of stock 
Instruction will be given in the grow- 
ing, judging and grading of grains, 
soil cultivation, noxious weeds, grasses | 
and fodder crops. Samples of grains 
and weeds will used for demon- 
stration, 

The housing ,feeding 

rearing of poultry will receive thor- 
ough attention, and instruction in 
dairying will cover the swhject from 
the production of milk to the market- 
ing of the finished product, with form 
dairy machinery in operation. Classes 
hn domestic science will be conducted 
by Miss G. Stiven, graduate of Mac- 
donald Institute, Guelph, Ont. Prac- 
tical demonstrations will be given in 
the preparation and cooking of soups, 
meats (including tough and tender 
cuts), Vegetables, desserts, bread, 
akes, pastry and the general cooking 
of the average household. There will 
be a discussion of household sanita- 
tion and the prevention of disease. 
At each course judging competitions 
will be held .and prizes will be offered 
for proficiency. The are en- 
tirely free. 

An item of Unusual interest in con- 
nection with these schools will be the 
exhibit of the world’s champion steer, 
Gilenearnock Victor IL, now on exhi- 
bition at the International Live Stock 
Show at Chicago. A study) of the 
methods employed in the feeding and 
rearing of this animal will in itself 
prove of great value to students and 
farmers generally.
